Heavy Lemon! : 


Crop Despite 
Wind Storm 


Lemon picking is progress- 
ing well, with the second pick 
of the season now being 
made, with a 15 to 20 per cent 
loss in grade expected due to 
the November wind storm. 
The lemon crop for this area 
was exceptionally nice until 
the storm, and according to 
Mel Henderson, manager at 
Cucamonga-Mesa Growers, is 
the heaviest in some time. 


The third pick is expected to 
be lighter, with the fourth and 
fifth picks in the spring de- 
pending on the winter weath- 
er. If the winter is warm, 
exceptional lemcn picks are 
anticipated for spring. 

“Lightest crop on record 
since 1918’’ is Mr. Henderson’s 
report for the navel orange 
picking, only one-third the nor- 
mal crop. Valencias are about 
40 per cent of last year’s crop, 
the citrus house manager re- 
ports, adding that a good set 
of grapefruit on the trees now 
is due to the early rains. For 
the grapefruit picking, Mr. 
Henderson foresees a 120-car 
crop for Cucamonga-M esa 
growers—about the same as 
last season.

Editorials 
A Lonesome Club Project 
For Upland During 1958 


Our thoughts today are about people within our 
area who are lonesome. 

“There are times when I'd give $100 to have some- 
one to talk to,” a whiie-haired widower remarked to 
us recently. He has lived here at least 10 years and is 
now alone in his home. His neighbors, younger in age, 
are very busy in earning a living and with the interests 
of their own circle of friends. His long days are spent 
in the daily chores about the house and yard but he 
yearns often for the opportunity of conversing with 
people of his own age. 

Another Uplander, here for 25 years, is physically 
unable to get about in the community. Once in a while 
he is a passenger in a car of a friend who takes him 
for a drive. Oftentimes he never leaves his home. for 
weeks. ; 

Suggested here before is the possibility of form- 
ing a club for our senior citizens. This club might have 
many phases. 

One phase might be “telephone pals,” so that 
anyone of the senior citizens might be. privileged to 
talk with someone whenever he feels lonely and craves 
companionship. A meeting place might be designated 
for those who are able, could meet for conversation 
and diversion. A “visiting section” might be developed 
for those who would call on the shut-ins. 

Some of the more active senior citizens or retired 
people might take the lead in forming the club and 
gradually develop various features. The News eagerly 
awaits the opportunity to fully publicize such an or- 
ganization. 

There is no question but that much of the unhap- 
piness in the later years stems from the simple fact 
that older individuals have lost many of their former 
contacis and now find it difficult to locate the compans 
ionship that contributes so much to one’s happiness. 

Let’s do something about this in our community 
dufing 1958. 


Politicians Change Their 
Ideas Before, After Sputnik 


What some politicians said before Sputnik and 
what they have said since then is very interesting as 
well as contradictory. 

On May 24, 1957, for example, Democratic Repre- 
sentative Geo. H. Mahon of Texas said; “We even cut 
missles a bit but nobody is going to suffer greatly be- 
cause we nicked this program about 75 million dollars.” 

On Oct. 28, after Sputnik, Mr. Mahon said; “We 
want to find out and let the American people find out 
why we are lagging in this field (missles and satellites) 
in view of the vast funds provided.” 

Stuart Symington is very vocal. The Democratic 
Missouri Senator observed before Sputnik that “our 
military appropriations ... can end only in national 
bankruptcy.” After Sputnik, the senator asserted: “Cer- 
tainly our survival is more important than the deficit.” 

The Democratically controlled house committee on 
appropriations before Sputnik declared: “It is expected 
that the reduction in communication and electronic 
equipment may be applied in moving a little slower 
on the so-called SAGE and general AC&W (advanced 
warming) programs ... Some minor stretch out in this 
program should result in the long run in a much more 
eliective system.” 

Said the advisory council on the same subject 
after Sputnik; “Construction and improvement of ad- 
vanced warning installations have been either cancell- 
ed or slowed down.”

Distribution of food and toys to needy families in 
the community at this season of the year is highly 
commendable ... if properly planned. 

Many hundreds of local children and their parents 
are eager in their efforts to provide sufficiently so that 
during this holiday period no child is without presents 
and no family is without food. Just who will receive 
the community's expression is a question apparently 
more difficult to answer this year than in some former 
years.
